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State Board Discusses Regents Examinations Procedures 


The State Examinations Board at its meeting 
on December 5, 1936, discussed at some length 
a report presented by Dr George M. Wiley, 
Assistant Commissioner for Secondary Educa- 
tion, on “The Changing Function of Regents 
Examinations.” Four separate suggestions were 
presented and discussed relative to procedures 
in connection with Regents examinations. The 
four specific suggestions presented were: 

1 That the optional plan governing the use 
of preliminary examinations in the cities and 
villages of the State be extended to include 
other communities where there is an approved 
six-year secondary school 

2 That there be a further reduction in the 
number of subjects in which Regents examina- 
tions are offered, these subjects to be selected 
from those not used for competitive or scholar- 
ship purposes 

3 That the state examinations be not used 
in such a manner as to interfere in any way 
with the development of experimental instruc- 
tional materials for pupils of superior ability 
or for pupils of lower mental level 

4 That increasing time and attention be given 
to the development of an adequate testing pro- 
gram that will serve the needs of educational 
guidance, that will be informative as to the 
growth and progress of each individual pupil, 
and that will aid parents as well as teachers in 
meeting more intelligently the advisory respon- 
sibility toward adolescents throughout the junior 
and senior high school 

The attention of the State 
Board was called to the fact that the Board 
of Regents has already taken action approving 
the suggestion as to further optional use of the 
preliminary examinations in high schools in 
union free school districts which have been 
reorganized on a six-year basis. 

The report of the committee on preliminary

examinations expressed approval of this step, 


called attention to the general trends in connec- 
tion with the 6-6 type of school organization, 
and made further recommendation that optional 
use of the preliminary examinations be extended 
to supervisory districts under such plans as the 
Commissioner of Education might approve. 

The three other suggestions were discussed 
by the State Examinations Board in connection 
with problems which were under consideration 
The board approved these 
suggestions and recommended that Doctor 
Wiley’s report be printed for distribution to the 
principals and superintendents throughout the 
State. 

The Board also discussed the conditions under 
which the University scholarships are awarded. 
It was the board that 
scholarships should be entirely divorced from 
the college entrance diploma and that a com- 
mittee should be appointed from the State Ex- 
3oard to consider the steps which

Herman J. Norton, director of 
health education in Rochester, discussed the 
problems of credit for physical education. This 
discussion was the result of an increasing 
interest that school people have taken in regard 
to scheduling and like problems associated with 
physical education.

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First Library School 
Celebrates 50th Anniversary 


The 50th anniversary of the opening of the 
School of Library Economy at Columbia Col- 
lege, the first library school in the world, on 
January 5, 1887, was observed on January 5th 
at exercises sponsored by the Columbia School 
of Library Service and the Pratt Institute 
School of Library Science in the Harkness 
Academic Theater of South Hall, Columbia 
University. Dr James I. Wyer, Director of the 
New York State Library, presided. The princi- 
pal address was given by Dr Nicholas Murray 
Butler, president of Columbia University. 

The School of Library Economy was estab- 
lished in 1887 chiefly through the efforts of Dr 
Melvil Dewey, librarian of the university at that 
time. In 1889 the school was transferred to 
Albany and became the New York State 
Library School when Doctor Dewey was elected 
Secretary of the Board of Regents of The Uni- 
versity of the State of New York and Director 
of the New York State Library. The school 
was transferred back to Columbia University in 
1926. 


Superintendent Knapp Retires 
from Active School Work 


Robert D. Knapp, superintendent of schools 
of the first supervisory district of Westchester 
county, resigned on January Ist after 25 years 
of active and efficient service as superintendent 
in that district. Superintendent Knapp was re- 
garded as one of the most progressive of the 
district superintendents of schools. Through 
his efforts the centralization and consolidation 
of schools in his district is complete and he was 
also largely responsible for the erection of many 
modern buildings for the schools under his 
jurisdiction. 

Superintendent Knapp was graduated from 
the Dryden High School and from the Cortland 
State Normal School. After teaching at West 
Dryden for a year and serving as principal at 
Etna for a year he left educational work and 
entered newspaper work, returning in 1912 to 
the field of education with his election as district 
superintendent of schools.

Newspaper Clipping Service 
Developed at Islip High School 


For some time one or two of the boys enrolled 
in the industrial arts department at the Islip 
High School have clipped from newspapers 
items eligible for display on the shop’s bulletin 
boards. Essentially these clippings concerned 
labor, invention, biographies of industrial leaders 
from the obituary columns, legislative labor 
enactments etc., and found their greatest 
function in the shop itself. These items were 
used as sources from which material on the 
various related information units was gleaned. 

This plan has worked with such success that 
it is being extended to include the other depart- 
ments of the elementary and high schools, and 
at the present time an enlarged staff clips from 
newspapers items that find their places on the 
bulletin boards of the science, history, cem- 
mercial, grade and other rooms of the schools. 
In this way the teachers are supplied with the 
very latest material, and find as a result that 
the traditional lesson is often spiced in terms 
of contemporary development. Frequently if 
items are not immediately applicable to the 
lessons at hand, they are filed for future use. 

While pictures as such have not been handled 
as extensively, illustrations from trade journals 
and other sources are being cut out and sent 
to the proper department much the same as the 
newspaper items are handled.
